resources; 

clii) \ allowing the another system to detect the request; and 
cliii) Rowing the another system to restart the at least one system based on the 
request. 

6. (original)\The method of claim 1 wherein the plurality of locks comprise a 
plurality of data locks. 

7. (original) A syst^n for recovering data in a plurality of computer systems 
comprising: 

means for allowing at least o\e computer system of the plurality of computer 
systems to fail; 

means for retaining a plurality of tacks of the at least one computer system; and 
means for restarting the at least one (computer system utilizing minimal resources. 

8. (original) The system of claim 7 wherein the means for retaining the 
plurality of locks further comprises means for allowing another computer system to retain 
the plurality of locks of the at least one computer system. 
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\ 9. (original) The system of claim 8 wherein the means for restarting the at 
least Vie computer system further comprises: 

means for allowing the another computer system to restart the at least one 
computer system; 

means, for recovering data being protected by the retained locks of the at least one 
computer system utilizing minimal resources of the another computer system; and 

means for allowing the at least one computer system to terminate in a normal 
fashion. \ 

10. (currently amended) The system of claim 9 wherein minimal resources 
consists of comprises a predefined plurality of resources necessary to recover the data 
being protected by the retainedMocks of the at least one computer system. 

1 1 . (currently amended) The system of claim 9 wherein means for allowing 
the another computer system to restart\he at least one computer system further 
comprises: \ 

means for providing a request to restart the at least one computer system utilizing 

minimal resources; \ 

means for allowing the another computer wstem to detect the request; and 
means for allowing the another computer syfetem to restart the at least one 

computer system based on the request. * 
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\ 12. (original) The system of claim 7 wherein the plurality of locks comprise a 
pluralimof data locks. 

13. \ (original) A computer readable medium comprising program instruction 
for recovering (lata in a plurality of systems, the program instructions comprising the 
steps of: \ 

a) allowing at least one system of the plurality of systems to fail; 

b) retaininga plurality of locks of the at least one system; and 

c) restarting the at least one system utilizing minimal resources. 

14. (original) The computer readable medium of claim 13 wherein step b) 
further comprises allowing anothek system of the plurality of systems to retain the 
plurality of locks of the at least one system. 

15. (currently amended) The cWputer readable medium of claim 44 13 
wherein step c) further comprises: \ 

cl) allowing the another system of me plurality of systems to restart the at 
least one system; \ 

c2) recovering data being protected by tke retained locks of the at least one 
system utilizing minimal resources of the another system; and 

c3) allowing the another system to terminateythe at least one system in a 
normal fashion. 
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16. (currently amended) The computer readable medium of claim 15 wherein 
minimal resources consists of comprises a predefined plurality of resources necessary to 
recover the data being protected by the retained locks of the at least one system. 

17. (currently amended) The computer readable medium of claim 15 wherein 
step cl) further comprises: 

cli) providing asfequest to restart the at least one system utilizing minimal 
resources; 

cl ii) allowing the another system to detect the request; and 

cliii) allowing the anothe\ system to restart the at least one system based on the 
request. 

18. (original) The computer readable medium of claim 13 wherein the 
plurality of locks comprise a plurality of data\ocks. 

19. (new) A method for recovering dat\ in a plurality of systems comprising 
the steps of: 

a) allowing at least one system of the plurality of systems to fail; 

b) retaining a plurality of locks of the at least one system; and 

c) restarting the at least one system using onfy resources that are necessary 
for recovering the data protected by the plurality of locks. 
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20.\ (new) The method of claim 19 wherein step b) further comprises allowing 
another systei^ of the plurality of systems to retain the plurality of locks of the at least 
one system. 



21. (new) The method of claim 19 wherein step c) further comprises: 
cl) allowing t\e another system of the plurality of systems to restart the at 

least one system; 

c2) recovering data "being protected by the retained locks of the at least one 
system utilizing minimal resourceVof the another system; and 

c3) allowing the at least orie system to terminate in a normal fashion. 

22. (new) The method of claim>21 wherein step cl) further comprises: 
cli) providing a request to restart r^e at least one system utilizing minimal 

resources; 

clii) allowing the another system to detect the request; and 
cliii) allowing the another system to restar^ the at least one system based on the 
request. 
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
